BRITISH TRADE FOR 187!). 



THE CHANGE OF VEXUE. 



Tho London 2Hmee ' o£ the Otli 
January contains an interesting ac- 
count of the trade of the United King- 
dom for the year 1S79, just one week- 
after tbfi year had closed. From it wo 
observe that both the exports and the 
imports for December last were larger 
than for the earao month in tho pre- 
vious year, the increase in tho iu^ports 
being, particular large. Tho imports of 
food formed one of the hirgest items in 
the Hat, the imports not only being 
much larger than they were in Decem- 
ber, 1878, but the prices much higher. 
Fo^ the year 1879 the total iniportB of 
the United Kingdom amounted in value 
to £362,128,000, and tho total exports 
to £191,504,000. Adding to this lat- 
ter tho re-exports of raw products, food, 
etc., merely held in transit, which may 
be taken nt about i;40,000,000, would 
make the total exports about .£231,- 
604,000. There would thus be an ap- 
pan'nt balopce against Great Britain 
of £130i6'24,000, in reduction of which 
would have to bo set off the profits of 
the foreign carrying trade, foreign in- 
vestments, and net exports of bullioti, 
together with tho proceeds of ships sold, 
but'not included in the trade accounts. 
Turning to tho details of the export 
trade r.r tho year. Franco and Italy 
stand forwarc. as Inrgei purchasers for 
coko and coal thnn in 1S78. Germany 
likewise huught more for the year, but 
not for the mouth of December. In 
iron and stfol tho United States have 
taken about 227,000 tons of pig-iron in 
1879/ias compared with 32,700 tons in 
1878; and Germany hm tjken a few 
tons more in anticip.ation of tho new 
protective tariff; but France, Belgium, 
and Holland have all taken less both 
for th'e niontih and for tho year. In 
railroad iron the incn ased demand lias 
spread more widely, including British 
North America, Holland, Italy and 
Brazil; but India, Germany, Spain, 
Peru and Au.stralia have taken de- 
cidedly less, and the United States has 
taken barely 45,000 tons for the whole 
year. That is for tho States a great 
increase on the previous year, but still 
hardly an indication of a wido revival 
of business, Except to the United 
States the. trade in tin ])late.s may be 
considered stagnant, and fully as much 
80 in December as throughout tho year. 
The United States, however, took 178,- 
000 tons of old iron for re manufacture 
as compared with but 1,888 tons for 
tho previous year, and their purchases 
of steel hare been 9,300 tons against 
4,900 tons. Of all kinds of iron and 
steel the exports of 1870 have been 
but about 683,000 more than in 1878, 
and moat of that has been in the com- 
moner sorts — old iron and pig-iron 
most of all. The machinery and mill- 
work 'exported has been identically tho 
same in value for the last two years. 
In textile fabrics there is likewise no- 
where much sign of revival given by 
the'figuros.' The total value of the ex- 
ports of cotton piece goods last year 
waH £46,834,000 against £48,101,000 
in 1878, and £52,412,000 in 1877. 
Of haberdashery the total value £3,- 
487,000 last year, and £3,961,000 the 
previous year. In liuen yarn the 
values were, in 1879, £1,075,000, and 
1878 £1,213,000. In linon piece goods, 
sail cloth, etc., £5,474,000', and £5,- 
535,000 for 1879 and 1878 respective- 
ly. , Jute manufactures, however, 
came to more lust year, being £1,961,- 
GOOJn 1879 as compared with £1,589,- 
000 in .1878; but silk manufactures 
have fallen off, on comparsion of the 
two years, £227,000. Woolen yarns, 
also, was exported to the value of only 
£3,714,000 in 1879, as against £3,- 
908,000 tho previous year, and woolen 
and worsted manufactures to the value 
of but £15,851,000, as against £16,- 
727,000. These figures would seem to 
show that the business revival in Eng- 
land was not of so pronounced a char 
actor as to redeem tho trade of 1879 
from dullness, and that tho people of 
tho United Kingdom have to look to 
1880 to redeem the country from 
the effects of the three bad years 
which it has passed through. 



Tiie article of last week had the 
desired effect. The Crown seemed to 
have been under the impression that 
i the Kamloops outlaws might be tried 
' off-hand at any place the Crown should 
select. Our peep into constitutional 
law apprised them of their error and 
caused them to employ able counsel 
and adopt the only course open to 
them, viz: an applioation to tho Su- 
preme Court for a change of venue. 
Had tlie case gone to trial at New 
Westminster without an order having 
been tirst obtained, and had the prison- 
ers been convicted, there would have 
been another failure of justice to score 
against the James Bay Incapablcs, 
from whose clutches, it is hoped, the 
country will soon be delivered. 



THM GHISESE EXPULSION. 



The action of the (ialifornia Legisla- 
lature in passing a Bill .that prohibits 
the employment of ty'hinese by corpora- 
tions was (lulicipateil. Tho new Con- 
stitution conferred that power on the 
LegiB!iit.irc-, and they have hastened to 
avail themsol/es of it. Under its pro- 
visions every incorporiitetl company 
doing bubinosM iu California must part 
with their Mongol employes. Tne pen- 
alty for noi •■omplianco is very heavy, 
and we are n"t sure that there is any 
appeal to the Supreme Court from the 
action of the Legislature. By tliis 
measure some 60,000 Chinese will be 
thrown out of emijloyment and their 
places filled — let us earnestly hope — 
by an equal number of white men, wo- 
men and children. The example of 
California will doubtless be followed 
by Orogon and Nevada, and British 
Columbia — which it appears does not 
pOiSOSB similar, powers, may becomo a 
sort of new Celestial empire, a plncn of 
refuge for the Chinese California don't 
want and insists "must go." Tlie 
misery which tho overrunning of the 
Province by Mongolian hordes expell- 
ed from Californk would ontail on the 
white population now here and shortly 
expected will be very great. Thoy 
work for wages upon which a wiiito la- 
borer cannot sustain hirasejf. It is 
useless to point out the many circum- 
stances that render the class undesir- 
able as iiiamigrants. British Columbia 
cannot offer an asylum to the expelled of 
California without being injured in her 
dearest and best interests. It is well 
that California legislators should cry 
"The Chinese must go;" but British 
Columbians must say, within constitu- 
tional bounds" "T^ejClnneao must not 
«om»," ' : r- 
.iV, ■'. '■ ' 



Olvio Matters. 



To THE Editor of The Colonist; — 
Sir. — As one not disposed to bo un- 
friendly towards the i)resent Mayor 
and Council, I would ask to be 
allowed to offer a few remarks 
through tho medium of your independ- 
ent paper in reference to some recent 
proceedings before that body.^ It can- 
not have escaped tho notice of those 
who carefully read the reports of 
Council doings as published iu The 
Colonist that a disposition is mani- 
fested on the part of certain members 
of the Board who constitute a working 
majority to completely ignore and treat 
with studied contempt anything and 
everything that tho minority may jiro- 
pose or suggest as desirable in the in- 
terests of the city. They may, and 
doubtless will, argue that tho majority 
have a right to rule, and that it is tho 
duty of the minority quietly to ac- 
quiesce where they cannot by fair 
argument convince. Very true, liut 
where the majority use their power to 
stifle and prevent free discussion, as 
they did at last meeting of the Council 
on the by-law to appoint and ti x the 
salary of the engineer of the Water 
Works, not only is a wrong done to 
the minority in the Council, but tho 
ratepayers of the city as well. I be- 
lieve it has been an ostablisbed rule 
ever since tho Council has had existence 
to go into Committee of the Whole on 
by-laws in order that the most full and 
free discussion might be allowed, and 
the merits of each measure examined 
in detail with a view to being amended 
and made perfect as possible before its 
final adoption. Coun. Shakespeare, 
as customary, at the proper stage 
moved that the by-law bo referred to 
the Council in committee of the whole, 
'.vhich Conn. McLean took exception 
on the ground that it would be a waste 
of V -Dd; this was seconded by Coun. 
Ror- and endorsed by a majority, 
with the approbation of the Mayor, 
and discussion choked. Now, what is 
the fair inference to bo drawn from 
such a proceeding, but that Coun, 
jMcLean and his working majority felt 
assured that what they were ai'oui 
to do would not bear ventilatioi; and 
fair discussion? An engineer ha.s been 
appointed at a salary of .$1500 jier 
annum, a fact in itself not to be found 
fault with, admitting such an oflice to 
be necessary; but that in making .said 
appointment the Council should see fit 
to bind themselves imd their successors 
to give said ollicer six months' notice 
of dismissal before he can be removed 
from his office, whetlier ho prove to be 
the right man in tho right place or not 
i.s astounding. If current report be 
true, the gentleman appointed to the 
office in question is not an engineer by 
profession, either civil or mechanical, 
and henco not by experience, one would 
imagine, qualified to discharge the 
onerous duties required of him. Time, 
however, will settle that question. It 
would ap[)ear that in addition to an 
engineer of the water works, at a 
salary of §1500 per annum, a city sur- 
veyor is to be appointed at !31800 per 
annum, making an addition to the ex- 
pense of running the municipal ma- 
chine $3300 per annum. According 
to the published financial statement 
for 1879 the revenue of the city from 
all sources was upwards of SSI, 000, 
out of which large sum, the Mayor 
says, but about §7000 were available 
for ordinary improvements; and as- 
suming that the demands upon the 
revenue will this year be equal to lasf, 
with the §3,300 additional for salaries 
for enginoor and city surveyor, not 
more than StOOO will be left to carry 
on public improvements— a sum utterly 
insufficient for any useful purpose. It 
must be admitted that an engineer i.s 
necessary, and so is a city surv-^yor, 
but both should bo combined in one 
person, and I have reason to believe 
that such a person could easily bo found 
to discharge tho duties of both oOices 
at tho same salary proposed to be paid 
to the city surveyor alone. The present 
is no time for extravagance in matters 
of finance, and it is to bo regretted 
that the present Council, so soon after 
taking oflice, should iiave manifested a 
disposition to deal prodigaly with the 
people's money and treat unfairly cer- 
tain members of their own body, as 
well as those whose interest they repre- 
sent. Another Batepayer.

SHE STRIKES ON COLUMBIA RIV- 
ER BAR.

The anxiety folt for tlie .nafoty nf the 
atoamship Ciilifornia, hound from Port- 
land for Fort Wrangel and Sitka via this 
port, was tormiuated yesterday morning 
when it was announced that sho had ar- 
rived ofl the mouth of tho harbor in a dis- 
abled condition. She left Portland last 
Wednesday morning at half-past C o'clock, 
having on board 250 tons of freight — 
principally flour — for Victoria luerchanta, 
and about 12u!tons of assorted nicrchandis« 
for Nnnninio and northern ports. Tho 
weather as she pas.sed down the river was 
flue, and at u o'clock on Wednesday af- 
teimooh ske arriviad at Astoria. Half an 
hour later she steamed out for the bar, 
which she started to cross at 5 p; tn , the 
weather indicatiojis still being favorable. 
All went well until she reached tho sec- 
ond buoy in tho north channel, when the 
sky became overcast and a light breeze 
from the southwest sprung up and monster 
waves rfiUed in over tho bar. The vessel 
behaved admirably for a timo, but as the 
fury of the sea increased she struck hcayi- 
ly twice and it was soon afterwards found 
that she refused to answer her helm. In the 
darkness of tho night it was impossible to 
ascertain tho extent of the damage she 
hm sustained; but Oapt. Thorn, being un- 
der the impression that she carried away 
hor rudder when sho struck tho second 
time, gave orders to hoist sail and 
stand out to sea. In the meantime the 
wind had increased to a gale from the 
southwest and during the night tho stew- 
ard reported that tho vessel had bprung a 
leak aft. Efibrta wore immediately made 
to get .the .pumps to work, but it was 
found that they were choked, the ship 
having strained consideriibly as she cros.s- 
ed tho bar. Fortunately, however, sho 
»'as not making much water.' Early on 
Thursday morning it was found that tho 
captain's apprehensions as to the rud- 
der were only too well founded, and it 
was consequently deemed prudent to 
keep tho steamer under canv.is and 
stand out to sea. Tho weather continued 
boisterous all day Thursday and on Fri- 
d.iy it was blowing a gale. At about 9 
o'clock on Friday night tho vessel was 
struck by a heavy sea and giving a sud- 
den lurclTsho throw Capt. Thorn with great 
violence against a case stowed on deck. 
The force of the fall broke the capf^n's 
ninth rib on his left side and inflicted 
other painful injuries. He had been on 
on dock without sleep or rest Binco leav- 
ing Astoria, but refused to relinquish his 
post till about 9 o'clock on Saturday mor- 
ning, when Dr. Lewis, who had taken 
passage for Sitka whore lie will join tho 
U. S. war-vcseel Jamestown, induced 
him to take a few hoti ' rest and h ivo tho 
broken rib bandaged. Alternate watches 



their posts nobly, but frequently it was 
thought that the vessel would founder. 
On Saturday morning tho worst was an- 
ticipated and a majority of those on 
board put on life prosorvors. Fortunately, 
however, tho ship weathered the gale and 
•acapod destruction by little less than a 
miracle. During that day it was found 
necessary to liKhten the ship^by throwing 
nearly all tho deck load overboard, and 
consequently freight, roughly valued at 
?6,000, was consigned to the deep. 
Amongst tho goods thus sacrificed wevo 
twelve 20O lbs. barrels of lard oil for tho 
U. S. ship Jamestown stationed at Sitka, 
a number of casea of Pratt's "astral" coal 
oil and a quantity of fiBished lumber stow- 
ed on tho port side of the steamer. On 
Monday night at 9 o'clock tho look-out in 
tho rigging sighted land supposed to bo 
Capo Flattery and soon afterwards just a.s 
tho anticipations of all hands wore at 
their height tho steering yard brtiko 
down once more. By indefatigable efTorts 
it was again secured and the ship was 
kept wofi undorweigh. At half-past 11 
o'clock Capo Flattery light was passed 
and when abreast of Noah Bay a gun was 
fired and rockets were sent up as signals 
of distress. No assistance, however, 
came in responso and tho intense dark- 
ness of tho night increased the lonolineas 
of the daugorous situation. The hours 
passed slowly by, but tho p.atienco and 
endurance of those on board wore reward- 
ed when at a quarter past 7 o'clock 3'e3tor- 
day morning the city of Victoria was 
sighted, k thrill of unspeakable joy was 
experienced when it became known that 
tho trials of tho voyage wore nearly ended 
and on arrival off the harbor Mr. Hy. 
Hughes, who acted in the capacity of 
purser instead of liis brother Edward tiiis 
trip, came nslioro and at once proceeded 
to tho tc'legrapli oflico and forwarded a 
dispatch to Portland announcing tho 
steamer's safety. Asuoon as possible the 
steamer Princess Loiiiso wont alongside 
and towed the disabled vessel into tho 
outer harbor where she was taken charge 
of by tho .steamer Otter and conducted 
without mishap to Welch, Rithet <& Co.'s 
wharf. A cursory inspection shows that i 
she has lost her shoo, stern-post and rud- 
der. In tho meantime tho crew, weak 
and almost prostrated by their continuous 
lab >rs, had been rolioved .by a relay of 
men from this city. Soon after tho vessel 
cAUio alongside the wharf and a survey 
was held on her cargo when it was found 
that only a small proportion— probably 
some thirty tons — was damaged. Mr. 
J. P. Goodhue, agent of the O. S. S. Co. 
at this port, lodged a protest witli

London, Feb. 14. — The substance of 
a treaty between the United States 
and France, signed at Washington on 
the 15th of January, for the settlement 
of claims of French citizens resulting 
j from the war of secession, has been 
! published here. The treaty provides 
I that a commission of three members — 
one appointed by France, one by the 
United States, and a third by the Em- 
peror of Brazil — shall meet in six 
months after the exchange of ratifica- 
tions to arbitrate definitely on the 
I chiiina of French subjects and of any 
1 counter claiin.<> of American citizens 
, who sustained lossei under like cir- 
■ cumstances. Tlie treaty applies solely 
I to the demand for indemnity originat- 
I icg from acts of injury committed with
